Sk;V— Ccol grey at horizon, merging into a delicate blue at top. White clouds. Dis- 

/ tant mountains pale cobalt ; nearer mountains darker, using light-red and cobalt. 
; Water — Very light at horizon, growing deeper as it nears the foreground, par- 
taking somewhat the colour of the sky. 

Rushes — Warm brownish-green. 

Orapery — About bust, white ; rest, delicate red. 
-IMMEDIATE FOREGROUND — Brownish-green.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TREATMENT. 

Ground— Light-blue or grey. 

Corn — Cool bluish-green in light, with more blue in shadows. 

Tassels on Corn — Brownish-red, merging to greenish-yellow at the ends. Use 

a little red on stalks of corn. 
Leaves of Pumpkin — A warm dead green without lustre. 
Pumpkin — A deep yellow with glossy surface. 
Bird — Black, with blue on top of head and tips of wings.
